WW theſe Galatians, he was Perſecuted on all 
Hands, becauſe of his plain, practical and 
powerful Preaching ; but they were ſo far from liking 
him ever the worſe upon that account, that they nei- 
ther deſpifed the Infiirmity, nor rejected the Temptation 
which was in his Fleſh, bnt received him as an Angel of 
God, even as Chriſt Jeſus : Yea, and they thought 
themſelves ſo extream Happy in his Miniſtry, that he 
himſelf bears them witneſs, that if it had been poſlible, 
they would have plucked out their own Eyes, and 
have given them to him ; as you have it ar large in the 
Three Verſes that are immediately before my Text, 
But now all of a ſudden, we find a great Change in 
their AﬀeCtions ; their Love is turned into Hatred, and 
their preſent Enmity does equal, if not exceed their for- 
mer Friendſhip. And the reaſon of it is this. There 
was in thoſe times a Sect of Men called Gnoſticks, who, 
though t-ey were notorious for all manner of Lewd- 
neſs and Debauchery, did yet pretend to a greater mea- 
ſure of Knowledge than other Men, And theſe Gno- 
ſticks handled the word of God deceitfully, and made 
a Merchandize of the Souls of Men, and thonght Gain 
to be Godlineſs; and as a means to increaſe their Par- 
ty, they tickled their itching Ears, and pleaſed their 
Fancies, and preached unto them ſmooth things; Afﬀirm- 
ing, It was lawful to deny Chriſt in the time of Perſe. 
cution z and conſequently, that they might lawfully de- 
ny Chriſt, whenever his Doctrin was again!t their Profir, 
their Pleaſure, or Preferment in this \VYorld, the loſs of 
_w_ B which 
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which is uſually eſteemed by ſome Men, a greater Per- 
ſecution than the Ioſs of Life. For, how uſual is it to 
ſee ſome Men hazard their very Lives either for an i- 
—_—_y point of Honour, or for the filthy pleaſure of 
a night ? . 

hw grateful this Dotrin was to Fleſh and Blaod, and 
what a World of Converts it preſently made, needs. 
go Proof g and how contrary. St. Paul's Dottrin was to it, 
needs no Proof neither : His Epiſtles, his Fighting with 
Beaſts at Ephcſus, and his other innumerable Perſecu- 
tions for the Croſs of Chriſt, put it beyond all doubt. 
And conſequently, we need not inquire any further in- 
to the Cauſe why theſe Galatians who were at firſt ſo 
fond of St. Paul, are now become fo much his Enemies z - 
for ſays he, Am [I become your Enemy, becauſe I tell you . 
the Truth? His telling them the troth, was the true and 
the only cauſe of all their Enmity againſt him-: In. 
Diſcourſing upon - which Words, I ſhall uſe. this Me- 
thod.. 


Firſt of all, T ſhall ſhew you that the greateſt Friends - 
may become Enemies, 

Secondly, I ſhall ſhew you , that Miniſters telling the 
Truth , do oftentimes make their greateſt Friends to 
become their Enemies, : 

Thirdly, 1 ſhall ſhew you, how unreaſonable a thing 
it is for Men to become Enemies to their Miniſters, for 
telling them the Truth, | 

Fourthly, 1 ſhall ſhew you, that Miniſters are not to 
torbear to tell the Truth , though they make their 
greateſt Friends to become their Enemies by ſo doing. 
And then 

Laſtly, 1 ſhall ſkew you, that Miniſters are not to be 
afraid to argue the Caſe with their Hearers ; but they 
are, by St. Paul's Example in my Text, to put it. Home 
to all their Conſciences, whether they can alledge any 
other reaſon why they become their Enemies, _ oy 

Cauic 
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becanſe they tell you the truth, and diſcharge their 
pero in the ſight of God as they ought to 

0, 

Of which in their Order, with as much ſhortneſs as 
T poſſibly can; wherein if I ſhall exceed the uſual time 
allotted for this Exerciſe , do but remember it is my 
Jaſt Sermon, and that I have St, Paul for my Example, 
who, when he was to take his leave of Epheſas, Preach- 
ed for a Iong time, and continued his Speech till Mid- 
night, Als 20. 7, 9. 


Firſt of all, I am to ſhew you, that the greateſt Prop, ]. 


Friends, may become Enemies. For, theſe Galatians do 
hate Sr. Paul now, as much as ever they loved him be- 
fore, Paul and Barnabas were extraordinary good Men, 
and extraordinary good Friends ; they were Fellow-Tra- 
vellers, Fellow-Labourers, and Fellow-Sufferers ; all 
which had a Marvellous Force to increaſe, confirm and 
continue their Friendſhip : And yer they fell out upon 
2 very ordinary occaſion, and the Contention grei fo 
ſharp between them, that they departed aſunder one 
from. the other, As 15. 39. Holy David had a Familiar 
Friend, a Companion, a Guide, who did eat of his 
Bread, whom he truſted, with whom he took ſweer 
Connſel, and with whom he walked in the Houſe of 
God as a Friend; and yet no body knows how, even 
he alſo became his Enemy, and did lay great wait for, 
and did magnifie himſelf againſt him,Pſal. 41.& 55. Nay, 
and even 'David himſelf was not altogether” ſo friend- 
ly to Jonathan's Poſterity as he ought to have been. For, 
that little kindneſs that he ſhewed to his poor Lame Son 
Mephiboſheth, was not at all owing to his Friendſhip, but 
fo the Oath of God that had paſſed between them, 
2 Sam. 21. 7- And not to_ heap up any more inſtances 
in ſo plain a cafe, St, Peter who loved Chriſt ſo entire- 
iy, as to profets himſelf willing to lay down his Life 
far kim, thou! a!! others forſook him, - became ſo

much his Enemy as to Deny, and to Swear, and to 
Curſe, that he never ſo much as knew him : Yea, he 
became ſo much his Enemy, that Chriſt himſelf took 
him for the Enemy tl.e Devil, and ſaid to him plain- 
ly, Get thee behind me Satau, Matth. 16, 23. So true 1s it 
that the greateſt Friends may become Enemies. They 
may cry Hoſanna to the Son of David, and then Cru- 
cifie him : Which was the Firſt thing propoſed. And 
the 


Second 15 this, Miniſters telling the Truth, do often- 
times make their greateſt Friends to become their E- 
nemies, For, theſe Galatians that were ſo much taken 
with St. Pazl, became his Enemies for no other reaſon ; 
and Chriſt is expreſs, that the Jews ſought to kill him 
for no other reaſon : For ſays he, John 8. 40. Tou ſeck. 
to kill me, a Man that hath told you the Truth, which I have 
heard of God, And Abab,That Ahab,as the Scripture brands 
him by way of Emphaſis for Sinning, even that Ahab 
was ſo ingenuous as to tell Fehoſbaphat plainly, that the 
only reaſon why he hated Micaiah the Propher, was, 
becauſe he did not Prophelie good concerning him, but 
evil, 1 Kings 22. 8. 

And 'twere well for all the Haters of God's 
People, if they did but thus ingenuouſly confeſs, that 
all their Hatred againſt Good Men, proceeds from no 
other cauſe but their Hatred againſt the Truth which 
they profeſs, For, as our Condemnation will be the 
greater for Robbing Widows Houſes under a pretence 
of Long Prayers: So likewiſe, to Hate and Undo a 
Man under a Pretence of Religion and Friendſhip, is 
the height of Sin s ?tis to make the God of- Love 
the Author and the Inſtrument of Hatred and Ma- 
lice. | 

So then, 'tis plain, that Miniſters telling the Truth 
do oftentimes make their greateſt Friends to become 
their Enemies, As it is Matter of Fact. 

| Now 
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Now the Queſtion is, How this comes about ? 


eſt. 


To which I anſwer thus: As Chriſt who is the Prince Anſw. 


of Peace, is not of himſelf the Cauſe of War, tho he 
accidentally ſends a Sword upon Earth : So likewiſe, 
Telling the Truthiis not of: its ſelf the cauſe of Ha- 
tred, but it only proves to be ſo-accidentally, 1 ſhall ex- 
plain this by a common and famihar Inſtance : Solomon 
rells us, Truly the Light is ſweet, and a pleaſant thing 1t is 
for the Eyes to behold the Sun, Ecclef. 11. 7. And yet 
take a Man that has ſore Eyes, and the Light of the Sun 
is ſo far from being either ſweet or pleaſant to him, 
that he ſhuns it as much as poſlible, and prefers Dark- 
neſs before it : All the Faulr being in the Eyes,. and not 
in the Light that ſhines upon them. And juſt thus it is 
in our caſe: Truth is moſt ſweet and pleaſant to the 
Nature of Man in the ſtate of Innocence; the deſire of 
Knowledge, whereof Truth is the proper Object, made 
our firſt Parents to forfeit Paradiſe ; and yet take a 
Man after the Fall in his corrupted ſtate, and Truth 
is ſo far from being either ſweet or pleaſant. to him, 
that he ſhuns it as much as poſlible, and prefers a. Lie 
before it. He hates the Light, becanſe his Deeds are 
evil. All the Favlt being in the Man that cannot endure 
the Truth, and not in the Truth its feif A Plaifter ap- 
plied to a ſound Member creates no Smart, all the Smart 
comes from the Wound. And that's the manner how this 
comes about. And the Reaſon why 'it comes thus about is 
this : k EE. 

Every beloved Sin is a Mans Right Band and his Right 
Eye; and every Miniſter commands us to-mortifie our 
moſt beloved Sins, And what is this but the fame in ef- 
fe, .as to wound us. in our moſt ſenſible Part, and to 
cut off our Right Hands, and to pluck out our Right 
Eyes ? And what is the uſual Reſentment of an an- 
gry, furious, and revengeful Man in ſuch a caſe 
needs no proof: Preſent Death or a Challenge is the 
leaſt that can be expected. And this is the true and the 
only 
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- oaly Cauſe of : all -our Hatred in the World. No Men are 
_ fo -muc.3 hared,and perſecuted, and reviled,as the faithful 


Miniſters of 'the Goſpel are. They that would make an 
excelicnt Figure either 1n the Field, or at the Bar, or in 
any other Calling, . are deſpiſed, as they are Miniſters: 
Their very. Profeſſion expoſes them: to ſcorn. ' Chriſt 
himſelf, and the Prophets beforehim, and the Apoſtles 
after {im, were all of them thus barbarouſly treated: 
Slander , Malice, Perſecution and Death its ſelf was 
their only Portion. May further, The Hatred of the 
World is made an inſeparable Mark of a Faithful Mini- 
ſter ; for if he were of the World, the World would love 
Its own : And the Love of the: World is made a certain 
Sign of an unfaithful Miniſter. For ſays our Saviour , 
Luke 6. 26. Wo unto you, whin all men ſhall ſpeak well 
of you, far fo did their Fathers to the Falſe Prophets, To 
have the good Word of ail Men, and: to be a falſe Pro- 
phert, is all one in the Judgment of Chriſt, Nay further 
yet; This Hatred that attends telling the Truth; has 
made many a good Man.e*en afraid to enter upon this 
thanklcfs and ungrateful Office. - It was the caſe of 7o- 
fes, i Feremy, and Fonah. ' Yea, and it: has made others 
that were entred upon it, to reſolve to give it over a- 
gain, or at leaſt to give over their Faithtulneſs in re- 
proving; Sin, and to do” as other Men did; leave their 
Flocks to Themſelves, . the Devil, and the wide'World, 
And-this was the - Prophet Feremy's Caſe ; for, ſays he, 
Fer.29, 7,8,9.1 am in deriſion daily, every one mocketh me; 
for. fiuce I ſpake, I cried, I cried out Violence and Spotl, 
becauſe tize ord of * the Lord wai made a Reproach unto 
me, and a Derigon daily. Then I ſaid, 1 will not make 
mention of him, nor ſpeak any more mn his Name. That 1s, 
Iam ſo much ſcorned for telling the Truth, that I am 
eſolved to: give over Preaching. And thus T have ſhewn 
you, That Miniſters telling the Truth do often times 
make their greateſt Friends tv. become their Enemies : 
Which was the Second Thing propoſed: * And the : Þ 5 
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- Third i;Fbis > It is naxeaſonable. for Men to become Prop. ITT. 


Enemies to- thetr- Maſters. for: telling them the 
Truth. For, 


Firſt. of all: It. is unreafonable to find Fault with a Reaſon 1. 


thing for doing that. which. ic ought to do. For, . who 
will, find fault with a Soldier for. fighting well, - or with 
a Muſitian for ſinging. well > An& who will find fault 
with his Ear for hearing well, or with his Eye for ſeeing 
well? Certainly he muſt. be a very fooliſh Man, that 
wilt cut off his Ear becauſe it hears well, or that will 
pluck out his Eye becaufe it fees well: . And yet, juſt 
{uch another Folly arethoſe Men guilty of, who turn a- 
way their Miniſters for 'telling: them 'the T'roth,” whoſe 
Buſinefs and Employment it is -to: do fo upon Pain of 
Damnation, And therefore St. Paxl told the Galatiars 
plainly, that. nothing bn: fooliſhneſs and bewitchery 
could ever have made. them his Enemies vpon that ac- 
counts, For, ſays he, Gat. 3.1. O feotiſh Galatians, who 
hath. bewitthed you 2 + All: the reaſon they - had to 'hate 
him, was no reaſon at all; *twas perfe&t Folly and 
Bewltchery. 


Secondly, Miniſters-are but the Servants, and Meſſen. Keaſer 2. 


gers , and Ambaſſadors of Almighty God:;z and their 

buſineſs 1s, to- tell Men' the Truth, and to tell them 

their Faults. And canft.thou be angry with a poor Ser. 
vant for doing what his Maſter bids him ? Canſt thou be 

angry with a Meſſenger for delivering his Meſſage ? 

Canſt thon be angry with an Ambaſlador for doing what 

the King his Maſter commands him, and he dares not but 

do upon pain of Death > And why then wilt thon be 

* angry with thy Miniſter for telling thee the Truth, and 

obeying God rather than Man ? 


Thirdly, To hate a Miniſter for telling the Truth, 
is aSign of a Bruit : For. ſays Solomon, Prov, 12.1. He 
| t hat 
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that bateth reproof is bruitiſh, And yet, they that do fo 
moſt, do take themſelves for Men of the beſt parts, and 
the beſt breeding, and the: moſt accompliſhd Geatle- 
men of the Age. 
Again, To hate God's Miniſter for telling the Truth,is 
a ſign that Deſtruction is at hand. . For, ſays Solomon, 
Prov. 15. 10. He that hateth reproof,” ſhall die. For while 
Uzziah the King was, wroth mith'the Priefts, the 'Lepro- 
fre roſe up in his Forehead before the Prieſts in his Houſe 
of the Lord, 2 Chron.26.19. ' And'the Sons of Ely hearkaed 


mot unto the voice of their Father the Prieſt, becauſe the Lord 


would ſlay them, 1.Sam.2. 25. Their Diſobedience to the 
Prieſt was the cauſe ithat God wontd ſlay them, -was the 
cauſe of their Deſtrution, And at the very ſame time 
that the Men: of Sodom contended with Lot the Preacher 


of Righteouſneſs, the deſtroying Angels were at hand 


for his Aſliſtance and. their DeſtruCtion, Gen, 1 9, through. 
out the Chapter. And two ſhe Bears came forth out of the 
Wood,”: and tare: tb pieces two and forty Children that mocked 
Eliſha, by ſaying unto him, Go up thou bald Head, go up 
thop bald Head, 2 Kings 2. 24. And the Deſtrudtion-that 
attends thoſe who hate God's Miniſters, is no ordinary 
Deſtruction I do aſſure you: For, it is ſo great and 


©_ terrible, that Sodom and Gomorrah will fare much better 


than they at the Day of Judgment, Marth. 11. 24. 
And: therefore certainly, that 'Man muſt needs be a very 
Bruit indeed, that provokes God to deſtroy him with 
an utter Deſtruction, rather than he will forbear to hate 
his Miniſters for telling him the:Truth. 

Fourthly, Every Miniſter ſhall be damned for not telling 
theTruth to his People. AndGod will require theSoul of every 
man at his hand,sf he does not give him timely warning againſt 
every Sin,Ez ek.3.18,And can you be angry with your Mi- 
niſter for telling you the Truth, that he may prevent his 
own Damnation and yours too ? If he does not tell you 
the Truth, you wil get nothing by it; you will die in 
your Iniquity notwithſtanding, Your Ignorance of what 
you 
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what you ought to know, will never excuſe you at the 
Day .of Judgment. If you follow a blind Guide, that 
will not, or cannot, or dare not tell you the Iruth; 
you as well as he ſhnll both fall into the Ditch together, 
Mgtth. 15.14. You are worthy of ſuch a Guide, and he 
is worthy of ſuch a People to guide. 

So then, If we tell you the Truth, we prevent our own 
Daranation ; and as far as in us lies, we prevent yours 
too, But, if we do not tell you the Truth, we do not 
prevent our own Damnation, nor yours neither, And 
which is moſt reaſonable, that we ſhould tell you the 
Truth, and fo ſave both our ſelves and you too? Or, 
that we ſhould not tell yon the Truth, and ſo damn 
both our ſelves and you too? If our concealing the 
Truth did us no harm, and conld poſſibly do you any 
good, then indeed, you might have ſome reaſon to hate 
ns becauſe we tell it. But, when our concealing the 
Truth is matter of Damnation to us, and cannot poſli- 
bly do you any good, then certainly you have no imagi- 
nable Pretence to hate us for telling ir, Be content then 
to neglest your own Duty, and do not deſire us to ne- 

lect ours. Be content to be damn'd alone, and do not 

efire us to be damn'd with yon for Companies ſake : 
Your Company is not ſo good, that we ſhould purchaſe 
it at ſo dear a rate. ?Tis true indeed, Aofes deſired to 
be blotted out of God's Book ; and St, Paxl deſired to be 
accurſed from Chriſt, for the Salvation of their Brethren 
the Jews. But, neither the one nor the other did ever 
deſire to be damn'd for thejr Damnation, 

And I do here aſſure you all in the Preſence of Al. 
mighty God, that if I know any thing of my own 
Heart, 1 would willingly ſuffer any temporal Evil in this 
World, for the Salvation of the greateſt Enemy that- [ 
have. But I will never be damned in'the other *World, 
far the Damnation of my greateſt Enemy, by concesling 
the Truth from him. I wi willingly foffer any Hart in 
the World to do you good; but Þ will never do you 
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the leaſt Harm for a thouſand Worlds, if I can help it. 
Although I muſt needs own at the ſame time, thar if you 
do not practiſe thoſe plain Diſcourſes that I have preach'd 
to you from this place, they will do you. the greateſt 
harm imaginable. They will riſe up in Judgment againit 
you, and condemn you at the laſt Day : They will be 
unto you the Savor of Lecath unto Death, and not 
the Savor of Life unto Life. For, Chriſt is ſet for the 
Fall, as well as the riſing of many in Iſrael, And his 


- Word does never return void ; it does never return 


without accompliſhing that whereto it is ſent, 1/a.55.11. 
It always does either Good or Evil; it always ſoftens or 
hardens a Mans Heart; it always convinees a Man, or 
leaves him inexcuſable. 

De not imagin that we take any pleaſure an telling 
you of your Faults ? Doe not imagin that. we delight to 
rake up the Filth of your deceitful Hearts, and to ſpeak 
of ſuch uncomely things as Nature bluſheth - but to 
name, We are Men of like Paſlions with your ſelves : We 


are as loath to tell you of your Faults,as you can poſlibly 
be to be told of them. We are more concerned for you, 


than you are for your ſelves. We ſee the Terrors of the 
Lord, and we know what it is to be damned ; and we 
feel that you are our Members, tho you have no fellow- 
feeling for us; and what-ever befalls you, grieves ys, 
and makes our very Hearts to bleed again.. And we.de- 


'nounce the Judgments of the Lord againſt you, after the 


ſame manner, and with the ſame aking and trembling 
Hearts that a Man ſuffers an infefted Member to be cur 
off for the preſervation of his whole Body., Our very. 
Fleſh trembles again, and our Eyes guſh out with Tears, 
and our Souls are vexed, when we ſee.and hear ſome of 

your ungodly Actions. | 
I ſpeak the-truth in Chriſt, I le not, my Conſcience 
alſo bearing me witneſs in the Holy Ghoſt. It is a great- 
ertfoubleto us to tell. yon of your Faults, than it is to. 
you to hear them told : For, you ſee how concern'd we 
are 
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are in ſpeaking to you, and how unconcern'd you ſit 
down and hear us ſpeak. Yea, and perhaps you do not 
ſo much as hear vs neither, But, if your Conſcience 
miſgives you, that ſuch or ſuch a Sin of yours will be 
preach*d againſt, you either come not here at all, or it 
you do come, you but fleep, or talk, or cenſure, or fit 
yon down in the Seat of the Scornful, and ſet your 
Month againſt the Heavens. 


Fifthly, If the Miniſter teils you the Truth, and that Reaſon 5. 


Truth pricks your Hearts, and wounds your Conſciences; 
then, thoſe Wounds are th: Wounds of a Friend, they 
are 'in order to your recovery. And the ſame Miniſter 
that makes you ſore, will bind you up, if you will let 
him : He woundeth, and his Hands make whole, He 
breaks your Hearts, and makes them contrice; but it is 
only, that the Seed of the Word may the better enter 
into, and take root in them. There is no Sowing with- 
out Plowing. And there is no grafting without Cut- 
ting. Nathax's Miniſtry wounded David and cured him.. 
Eſay's Miniſtry hambled Hezekzab, and raiſed him vp. 


And St. Peter's Sermon pricked the Hearts of Three ' 


thouſand Men, and healed them at the ſame time. 
Sothen, If the Miniſter tells you the Truth, and that 
Truth wounds your Hearts,and terrifies your Conſciences 
with the odious ſight of your paſt Sins ; then, all is for 
your Good, But, if the Miniſter does not tell you the 
Truth ; yet, the Truth will find you out ; God himſelf 
will tell it you with Thunder and Lightning. For, ſays 
he, Pſal.go.21. I will reprove thee, and ſer thy Sins in or- 
der before thine Eyes, And therefore, if thou wilt not 
be told the Truth by the Miniſter, thou ſhalt be. told 
it by another hand, If thou wilt not be wounded by 
a Friend, thon ſhalt be wounded by an Enemy : And 
thy Wounds ſhall be unto Death, and not . unto Life, 
They ſhall not be like Fonathan's Arrows ſhot at David, 
for thy Safety, but for thy Deftrution, And therefore 
E 2 certainly 
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certainly, one way or other, thou ſhalt be ſure to. be told 
the Truth, whether thou wilt or no. And is it not bet- 
ter to have it told thee by a Friend than by a Foe ? Is it 
not better to have it told thee for thy Salvation than for 
thy Damnation ? 

Oh for Chriſt his ſake, do not take us for your Enemies, 
who are your beſt, and your only Friends ! Is he thine 
Enemy that cures thee of an ulcerous Leg,or a ſore Arm, 
or a cankered Breaſt ? Is he thine Enemy that ſaveth 
thee from hanging, or drowning, or burning, or ſtab- 
ing thy ſelf ? Andyet, is the Miniſter thine Enemy, for 
teliing thee the Truth, which is to ſave thee from great- 
cr Dangers, the Bottomieſs Pit, and the Gulph im- 
paſſable, and the perpetual gnawings of the never-dy- 
ing Worm ? Is he that doth good to thy Body thine 
only Friend 2 And 1s he that doth good to thy Soul 
thine only Enemy ?ls thy Body better than thy Soul? Yea, 
is thy Soul the only thing that thou takeſt no care for ? 
Is the Surgeon thy Friend, tho he cnttetb, and launceth, 
and probeth, and-putteth thee to an intolerable Smart 
for the recovery of thy kody? And is the - Miniſter 
thine Enemy, for doing only the ſame things for the re- 
covery of thine Immortal Soul ? Does the Surgeon uſe a 
blunter Launcet for the launcing his dear Wife, or his 
tender Child ? Or does he not ule the ſharpeſt Launcer 
that: he has, and launces them the deepeſt. too ? And is 
this any thing elſe but the greateſt effe& of his Love, and 
the greatelt ſign of his Tenderneſs and Aﬀettion ? And 
why then ſhall the Miniſter be reckoned thine Enemy, 
for doing that to thy Son], which the Surgeon does to thy 
Body ? Is not the ſharpeſt Sermon the beſt Sermon ? Daes 
not the ſharpeſt Rebuke create the ſoundeſt Faith ? Tz. 1. 


| I3.Does it not prick the Heart moK, and pierce and ſink 


down deepeſt ? Is it not moſt like to that Word of God 
which is quick and powerful, and ſharper than any T'wa-
